characteristic that have two peaks in the center of the two C and L bands; species IV is directed 
to a transmission filter that uses a transmission characteristic that have two crests in the center of 
the two C and L bands; species V is directed to a transmission filter that uses a transmission 
characteristic that has a slope fi-om C band and L band; and species VI is directed to a 
transmission filter that uses reference light signal located between each S, C and L bands.
